Complete Vindication by the
Courts of His Vetoes of Con-
stitutional Amendments,

An Herole Executive Upheld Despite a
Campaign of Personal Abuse Backed by
Tammany Promoters of an Expensive
Voting Machine.

Horrisburg, Aug. 8 —Governor Stone
hag been sustained by the Daunphin
eounty court in his vetoes of the pro-
poged amendments to the constitution
passed by the last legislature. This
gratifving onteome of a long and bit-
ter controversy should be hailed with
expressions of delight by the taxpayers
Pennsylvania. The herole action
of the governor has saved the com-
wonwealth hundreds of thousands of
doflars. The resolutions providing for
the submission of two amendments
to  the constitution were roshed
through both branches of the legisla-
ture with scarcely and discussion, Pub-
He attention was not attracted to them
o any extent, The people had little
opportunity to fully appreciate their
far reaching effects,. When Governor
Stone, In his careful review of the
work of the late turbulent sessiom of

purport and sweeping character of
theze resplutions he promptly vetoed
them. One provided for personal reg-
Istration of voters, and the other was
disgnised to allow the Introduction of
voting machines In place of the pres-
ent system of balloting, There was
no popular demand for either of these
innovations. The first resolution ema-
nated from a few of the professional
reform agitators in Philadelphia who
are constantly taking up some new
fad so that they may appear In the
newspupers &s leaders of advanced
ldeas In state and muonicipal govern-
ment. They are mostly Inwyers with
limited proctioe and merchants who,
by figuring in these movements, obtain
cheap notoriety, which counts as so
much free advertlsing.
A MACHINE SNAKE.

The proposition for the introduction
of the voling machines came from a
gyndicate of Tammany politicians who
control the patonts for the machines,
which they had introduced In New
York. They got the resolution for the
proposad amendment to ownr constitu-
tion passed simply as a business ven-
ture. ‘They had a professionnl lobby-
ist here during the session of the leg-
Islature, who engineered the scheme
to put the resolution through. This
Tammany politicinn was  indignant
when he learned of the action of Gov-
ernor Stone In blocking his game, He
swore he would win out, despite the
action of the executive. He at once
Inmugurated a rovement to discredit
the governor and to manufacture senti-
ment [n favor of the propused amend-

ment. The scherie was cleverly work-
ed np. The voling machine project
was kept in the background. Soon,

however, the professional reformers of
Phllndelphia got to work. with the nid
of the insurgent and Demoeratic news-
popers, which are always ready to age
gall Pennsylvania's stalwart Republi-
ean governor, They made it appear

that a grost wrong had been done:
thit the canse of reform had been
made o sulfer, They seemed to bhe

Interested only In the matter of per-
sonal registration of voters. But the
real “nlgger in the woodpile,” the vot-
Ing machine, which was to e benefit-
ted by any

suecess that might come
thirongh their agitation, wis never
menticned In these newspapers. Sec-

retary of the Commonwenlth Griest de-
clined their roquest to advertise the
proposed amendments regardless of the
vetoes of the governor,

FLEIN WAS MAGNANIMOUS.

Next they appealed to Attorney Gen-
oral Bikin to allow the use of the name
of the commonwealth in mandamus
proceedings In the Dauplin county
court to compel the secretary of I_h:i!
commaonwealth to ndveriise as they de-
manded.  The orrans of the insur-
gents, that had bheen misrepresenting
Governor Stone and his caubinet from
the outset, 6t once hegan to predict
that Attorney Gensral Bikin would de-
ny this request, They ware greatly
disappointed, however, when Mr. El-
Ein, in n lenathy and able opinion, ac-
ceded to thelr wishes, but at the samo
time, in o careful and masterly rpe-
view of tho case and the precedents,
pointed out that! Governor Stone was
ontirely Juntified in his sction, that
resolutions of a similar character had
for years been submitted to both the
Republican and Demeeratic governors,
and that the right of the executive to
pass uron zuclh measures had been
genorally recognlied, The profes-
slonal reform agitators were hardly
prepared for this magnanimons action
upon the part of the chief Inw ofMeer of
the Stone administration, who frankly
said that he waz entirely gatisfied that
the nnme of the commonwenlth should
be ured in hearing a judicial determi-
nation of the point at lsswe., The at-
torney general evidently hud no doubt
if the propriety and regnularity of the
governor's actlon, and did not hesitate
to say no.

HALF A MILLION SAVED.

Mr. Olmstend defended the gover-
nor's right to veto the amendments,

“1f, as to ordinary legislation, the
framers of the constitution deemed ft
=0 {important to safeguard it by re-
quiring executive approval or disap-
proval,” he sald, “how much more rea-
gon would there be to guard against
hasty or i1l advised legislation. There
should be no exceptions to theemphatie
rile thus lald down that every vote re-
quiring the conourrence of both houses
shall he presented to the governor for
his approval or disapproval.’”

“The second constitutional amend-
ment, which it I8 compluined the sec-
retary of the commonwealth has not
published,” he continued, “proposes
to ehange this provision so that vot-
fng by ballot will no longer be re-
quired, but the voting shall be done
by & complicated system of machinery,
the voter pushing the button and the
machine dolng the rest. As a member
of the congressional commiltee on
privileges and elettions 1 zequired
some familinrity with this system of
machine voting in the centested case
of Ryan vs. Brewster, from the
Rochesterdistrict of New York. I learn-
ed enough in that contested cnse, how-
ovar, a8 to the expense of these ma-
chines to know that it wounld cost the
taxpayers of Pennsylvanin at least
$500,000 * to instal thut systemthrough-
onut this commonweal™. Furthermore,
the not of congresas with relation to the
election of members of congress ex-
pressly provides that the voting for
them shall be by written or printed
ballot. No amenidment to the consti-
tution of Pennsvivania counld change
that provision in the act of congress,
Voting by ballot must, therefore, still
continue fu the election of congress-
men. If the machine system should
prevafl as to other offices two systems
of voting would be In force every two
Ve t the same general election. 1
hord,. hink the voters of this com-
monwes'th are ready to entaill upon
themuelves this dupllcate and expen-
sive system T vating. I is perhapa as
well that 3o coters of this common-
wealth are » d the expense of pub-

MLGE WEISS' DECISION.

Jud Waoisa, after reviewing the
argrcents of both sides, handed down
a carefully propared opinion, In which
he refused to grant the requested
mandomuses and fully sustalned the
actlon of Governor Stone in his vetoes
of the twa resolutions. He held that
“a proposed amendment to the con-
ctitution mnst be presented to the gov-
ernor for his approval or disapproval.”
He quoted extensively from provisions
of the constitution to sustain this po-
aition.

“No sutisfactory reason has
preaented why this view should not
abtain" remarked Judge Welss,
“Nothing ean be predieated upon the
fact that the mode of procedure to
amend that Instroment ig in o separate
article. The method to Wilag au
amendment into being is by a resolu-
tion, to be agreed to by a majority of
the members elected to each house,
and the same method I8 preseribed In
gection 26, article 8, to repass an order,
resolution or vote disapproved by the
executive. In both instances and cases
the vote must be taken by yeas and
naye and entered on the journanls of
the respective, houses, This construc-
tion tends to preserve the unity and
continnity of the constitution, and pro-
vides, In requiring executiv: action
upon every resolution, that which is
certalnly a pralseworthy feature—an
udditional safeguard ngninst hasty and
pogsibly 11 considersd legislation and
amendment.”

The court also held that the secro-
tary of the commonwenith ought not
te be required o controct for advertis-
Ing of propused amendments, when no
appropriation was made by the legls-
lature for this purpose. Judge Welss,
in support of this view, enumerated
Bavernl cases, both under the nationnl
fud state governments where officials
have been sustalned In  refusing to
make contracts (nvolving the expendls
ture of money for which no appropria-
tion had been mada

Thus was an herole governor vin-
dieated, o few notoriety seeking re-

The party
leaders, from Colune! Quay down,
were prepared to support kim for this
position, Since the death of Colone]
Hawikins, which is generally deplored,
a movement has bees started to urge
Lieutenat Colonel Barmett to allow the
use of his name foy this ofice, Every-
body who s Interested at all in Penn-
sylvanin politles is commenting upon
the manly way In which Colonel Bar-
nett has ncted under existing elreums-
stances, His prompt and emphatic re-
fusal to allow his name to be consid=-
ered In connection with the coieneloy
of the “Fighting Tenth™ as successor
to the iate Colonel Hawkins, prefer-
ring, ag he gays, that the command
shall he mustered outl as “Hawkins'
regiment,” and his unstinted praise of
the services of his late commander
and his devotlon to his memery have
been the subject of general comment.

Which Itx Conl Is Handled.

There are many things about the man-
agoment of a large hotel which the patron
takes for granted without inquiry or in
vostigation, He can form no idea of the
methods omployed from what he gees in |
the offiee, the corridors, the dining rooms
and the other parts of the bullding to
which he has access. and thore are not
many guosts who wish to pry Into the
seorets,

For those who take an interest In such
matters the arrangoments for receiving
and disposing the coal are not the loast in-
teresting,  The Waldorf-Astoria uses 140
tons of coal every 24 hours during the
winter months,  This eoal s all delivered
on the Thirty-fourth street side of the
bullding, but one rorely sees o conl cart in
front of the hotel, It is all of the peaand
buckwheat sizes and is dumped from the
carts into an opening in the ground In the
middleo of the Astor court roadway. It
falls into o hopper, which holds about 10,-
000 pounds, and fram theve it Is carried on
an endless chain provided with buokets to
a vast oonl bin, which has acapacity of 700
tons.  Daylight never reaches this bin,
which, with its few blinking lights and
grent plles of conl, aching nearly to tho
vaulted roof, Moks like a corner in o coal
mine and Hitlo like an saunex to a palatinl
hotel. By an arrsngemont of levers the
coal may bo dumped from the buckets at
various points; so that with the ald of a
shoveler It may bo evenly distributed In
the bin.

The boller romu Is gltuated lower down
in the ground, aud the coal reachos the
firo boxes without belng handlead.,. When
the beiler nttondant necdscond for his fire,
ho pulls o lever, which opens & trap, and
througlh thig half o ton of conl falls into n
foedler, which looks 1Ke o monster funnel,
When the feeder has boen fillad, it ds push-
ol forward on an overhesd traok, and
when it has roachad the proper point
trap in the nprrow emd of the funnel is
drawn aside, and the cosl drops into o
trough In front of the flre box, whence it
goes Into tho fire

From the thme it leaves the coal wagon
until it entors thoe fire the coal takes caro
of itself, and, with the oxeoption of the
stralghtening out In the bin, which Is
done by one man during the day and ong
mun at night, and the distribution over
tho fire surface by the boiler attendant,
the 140 tons of coal which are used every
doy are handled by mschinery.—Noew
York Tribune.
